t the corner of Townsend and 
The Embarcadero, outside 
AT&T Park, an unusual sort of 
panhandler has appeared.

Dylan Courier, 18, is on the hunt for Giants 
broadcaster Mike Krukow’s signature, the 
missing piece of his 30-ball 2010 World Se- 
ries set. “I don’t care about other signatures,” 
he says as he takes out an official 2010 World 
Series baseball from his pocket. It took him 
three years and $600, but he is so close now 
that he keeps coming back every week with 
two other friends in hopes of completing 
the set. 

Courier and a dozen others have made it a 
habit to wait on the median. They hope that 
a baseball player heading home after a game 
gets stuck at a red light, giving them time to 
ask for an autograph. To increase their 
chances, they push the crosswalk but- 
tons to trigger a red light whenever 
they see an expensive car. 
It’s a game of catch and 
release.

Big Labor blackballs one 
of its own.

he enemy of my enemy is my 


friend” is a simple enough con- 
cept. And yet, applying it to on- 
the-ground situations often leads to 
profoundly unintended consequences — 
there’s a reason you won't be visiting Af- 
ghanistan on a pleasure trip anytime soon. 
So, imagine how awry things could go if 
you based policy not only on your enemies’ 
enemies, but their clients or consultants. 
It’s a situation Supervisor David Cam- 
pos now finds himself saddled with. The 
progressive politician earlier this month 
hopped a 49-Mission bus and rode to City 
Hall, where he filed paperwork to run for 
the state Assembly. A bevy of adorable chil- 
dren outfitted in highlighter-yellow Cam- 
pos T-shirts came along for the ride. 
Jim Stearns did not. 
Stearns, Campos’ longtime consultant 
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who act indifferently (Sergio Romo). “Romo 
changed a lot,” he says. “After 2010, everyone 
changed.” 

Easley Wang, 40, who has been looking for 
autographs since the team was playing in 
Candlestick Park, doesn’t take it personally. 
“The players don’t owe us anything, except to 
put their best on the field,” he says. 

Both Courier and Wang are accomplished 
autograph-seekers; they’ve collectively 
amassed more than 800 signed baseballs, 
playing cards, and other paraphernalia. 

Nevertheless, they come out here at least 
once a month. “You always remember your 
first ball,” says a teenager with lip piercings 
who goes by J.J. His was Prince Fielder when 
he was with the Milwaukee Brewers. 

These days, they don’t get many signa- 
tures. Courier thinks players 
have started recognizing their

and the go-to campaign operative for San 

Francisco progressives, has been declared 
persona non grata by none other than one 
of the largest progressive groups: the Cali- 
fornia Labor Federation. 

The powerful consortium of more than 
1,200 unions represents 2.1 million workers 
— who vote. Along with six other Demo- 
cratic operatives, Stearns finds himself on 
the “Do Not Hire” list for taking part ina 
pair of 2012 campaigns that “directly at- 
tacked labor unions and caused damage to 
the labor movement. ... [We] encourage all 
unions, labor councils, allies, and candi- 
dates seeking our support to not hire these 
consultants until further notice.” 

Campos is a progressive stalwart and fa- 
vorite of labor. Yet he is being denied the ser- 
vices of Stearns — who got him elected twice 
and has consistently won for progressives in 
this town — by decree of labor. “It’s explain- 
able how you got here, but it’s nothing if not 
ironic,” says University of San Francisco po- 
litical science professor Corey Cook. 

Steve Smith, the labor federation’s com- 
munications director, says his group is

faces and doing the look-the-other-way 
thing. 

But then there’s Andres Torres, a beloved 
journeyman, who has gotten to know some of 
them throughout two stints as a Giant. The 
outfielder, who was an obscure player before 
winning the World Series with the Giants in 
2010, made the unusual request of asking his 
agent to find him a contract with the Giants 
after a forgettable 2012 season with the New 
York Mets. “Andres Torres is the nicest guy 
you will ever meet,” Wang says. 

He recalls in 2011 when he would often 
come and visit them on the street. “He got to 
know a lot of us,” Wang says. “He would 
come and be like, ‘How you doing, I didn’t see 
you last night? You guys need aride home? 
It’s late.” 






merely “providing information we think is 
important.” There’s no “enforcement 
mechanism” against politicians who disre- 
gard that information. 

Those politicians would merely be pub- 
licly and consciously blowing off 1,200 
unions representing 2.1 million workers — 
who vote. 

Smith said there isn’t any standing offer 
of penance for Stearns et al. And Stearns 
adds that he and the labor federation aren’t 
in communication. “I’m just gonna keep 
working for progressive candidates and 
causes and I’ll deal with situations that are 
impacted ona case-by-case basis,” he says. 

It remains to be seen if Campos remains 
one of those cases. The candidate says he’d 
rather not ponder hypothetical questions 
about hiring a consultant off the do-not- 
hire list. Right now, he’s focusing largely on 
fundraising; which consultant to eventually 
direct some of those funds to “is a bridge 
we'll cross when we come to it.” 

Hopefully, that bridge won’t be on the 
California Labor Federation’s “Do Not

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Couples apps do everything but guide it in.

t’s a Wednesday afternoon, 
and Kamakshi Zeidler, a 
34-year-old plastic surgeon 
in Los Gatos, is explaining 


how to fill up a “love tank.” 

“Tf you do little things for your partner... 
you get signals your love tank is full. And if 
you don’t, you'll get signals that your love tank 
is almost empty. It’s based on how much you 
love each other. 

“Well, through the app,” she adds. 

Zeidler and her husband, Brendon, forma 
satisfied, if busy, pair. Both work long hours 
and have very little time for spontaneous ro- 
mantic gestures. 

The “love tank” Kamakshi describes is one 
feature of a “couples app” called Kahnoodle, a 
2011 addition to the app market. Couples apps 
target spouses who need reinvigoration in 
their relationships and are tech-savvy enough 
to seek out the perfect “other algorithm” — 
and offer a counterintuitive, strangely An- 
thony Weiner-friendly service: an intimate 
social network, built for two. 

But San Francisco-based Kahnoodle ex- 
plores a new frontier of couples-app potential. 
“Tt’s basically gamification of your rela- 

tionships,” says Sonja Poole, a pleased 
Kahnoodler and 43-year-old associate profes- 
sor at the University of San Francisco. 

Gamification is a buzzword referring to the 
use of game concepts, like point rewards and 
badges, to engage users in non-game (read: 
“real life”) situations; the website Lumosity 
gamifies intelligence training through ani- 
mated exercises, and loyalty-based businesses 
like Belly use reward programs and badges to 
pull customers into their restaurants. 
Foursquare encourages going places 
by awarding mayorships to frequent 
visitors of stores and restaurants. 


Consumers respond very well to gamifica- 
tion in other sectors; businesses report in- 
creases in “engagement” by hundreds of 
percentage points when they gamify. 

Using gamification, Kahnoodle wants to 
make maintaining your relationship auto- 
matic and easy — as easy as tapping a button. 
Its options include sending push notifications 
to initiate sex; “Koupons” that entitle the 
bearer to redeemable movie nights and kinky 
sex; and, of course, the love tank, which fills 
or empties depending on how many acts of 
love you’ve logged. “Novelty works like an en- 
dorphin,” says Zuhairah Scott Washington, 
the company’s founder. “Couples have a de- 
sire to go out and do something new, but of- 
tentimes they’re tired. The mobile app... 
incorporates a lot of research on what makes 
relationships successful but gamifies it to 
make it fun, makes it fun to do the work re- 
quired to keep relationships fresh.” 

Poole’s husband, Damone, has a demand- 
ing job that “keeps his attention away from 
the relationship.” He checks his smartphone 
upwards of 50 times a day, mostly for work- 
related purposes. She likes Kahnoodle be- 
cause “It reminds him, ‘I need to do 
something for her,” she says. “Any little 
bit helps.” 

By many measures, the app should work. 
But the relationship between a man and his 
Starbucks reward history is a lot less complex 
than the relationship between Sonja and Da- 
mone. Right? 


so. According to Finkel, you run into a 
couple of problems when you gamify 
love. Kahnoodle’s “Kudos” service might fos- 
ter an “exchange mentality,” a tit-for-tat view 
of interaction that can be harmful in 
romantic situations — exchange 
mentality is commonly seen in cases 
of date rape, for example. 


- sychologist Eli Finkel certainly thinks 


Finkel also says relationships are supposed 
to be tricky — that’s what makes them special. 

“Much of the benefit of doing considerate 
things is linked to the fact that those things re- 
quired thoughtfulness and effort,” Finkel 
writes in an e-mail. “Take the thoughtfulness 
out of the acts and they lose much of their 
meaning.” 

Social psychologist John Grohol agrees. 
“You can’t substitute gamification for those 
core things people strive for,” he says. “Filling 
up a love tank isn’t the same as having a per- 
sonal connection.” 

Yet from a psychological perspective, hu- 
man relationships “are inherently game-like,” 
says Professor Andrew Colman, a psycholo- 
gist and game theory expert at University of 
Leicester in the U.K. According to a 2009 
study that analyzes dating in terms of game 
theory, humans assess potential mates ac- 
cording to investments, risk-reward behav- 
iors, and other factors that mirror the way we 
analyze a game. Game theory, for instance, ex- 
plains why we love “the chase.” “A male’s will- 
ingness to court for along time is a signal that 
he is likely to be a good male,” study author 
Robert Seymour writes. 

This explains why women who wait for 
sex usually end up finding a better match. You 
want the higher reward; you stay in the game 
longer. Like Who Wants to Be a Millionaire. 
And online dating apps like Let’s Date and 
Zoosk have already seen positive results from 
gamification. 

Of course, online dating is a far cry from 
your 20th anniversary. But the game of love 
is “still a game after decades of living to- 
gether,” Colman says. “It doesn’t mean you’re 
trivializing it.” 

The objection most people will have to 
Kahnoodle is that it’s mechanized game-play- 
ing, Colman says, it takes the creativity and 
spontaneity out of relationship maintenance. 

But as it turns out, spontaneity and creativ- 
ity don’t necessarily predict lasting relation- 
ships, though Cosmo magazine’s recurring ice 


cube sex tips would have us believe otherwise. 


Relationships that are built on a “solid, com- 
fortable, interesting, and pleasurable bed of 
reality” succeed above all others, according to 
relationship psychologists John Adams and 
Constance Avery-Clark. 

Adams and Avery-Clark stress the impor- 
tance of “de-emphasizing over-romantic no- 
tions of super-compatibility in favor of a 
rational approach to relationships.” In other 
words, it’s not about whether spouses want to 
smooch endlessly on street corners or read 
separate newspapers at breakfast. They just 
need to be on the same page about what they 
do want, and how to go about getting it. 

Zeidler and her husband seem to be. 

“We're busy, working professionals,” she 
reiterates. The love tank makes it “a little eas- 
ier to constantly think about each other.” And 
Kahnoodle Concierge, a recently launched 
service that plans surprise-filled date nights 
for as little as $20 a month, is a godsend. “If 
my husband and I can simply show up to the 
same place, 
it’s great.” 

Kahnoodle keeps the Zeidlers engaged. 
And ina world where couples spend more 
time with their smartphones than each other, 
that’s no easy feat.

But you’re 
not going to decorate it with the work of 
someone who did something awful toa 
dog in the 1970s. 

Fair enough. But at least foot-sore Cen- 
tral Subway patrons resting on benches 
could have consoled themselves by noting 
the artwork in front of them certainly 
wasn’t the worst Otterness could do. 

And then they could get up and keep 
walking. After all, “the idea is to get going.”

ush Limbaugh recently de- 
- clared that he’s a “student of 

the media.” And what he’s 
learned, he told his well-informed, 
emotionally stable fans, is that “high- 
tech and gadget blogs” make it clear 
that “nine out of 10 bloggers writing 
high-tech hate Apple.”

A decade ago, the promise of a virtual grocery store went up ina puff of over-enthusiasm. 
But we're atit again, and this time, it's definitely going to work — For some people anyway.

nly a few hours ago, the straw- 

berry was sitting on a vine ata 

family-owned farm in Watson- 

ville, about 90 miles south of San 

Francisco. But, a day before, at a 
computer somewhere in the Bay Area, an 
icon was clicked, a quantity was entered, 
and the berry’s fate was sealed. As the city 
slept, the strawberry was picked, packed ina 
basket with others (all at peak ripeness), and 
driven up 101 to San Francisco and a ware- 
house in the Dogpatch, where it joined hun- 
dreds of other locally grown foods ready to 
be delivered to Bay Area residents. 

It’s 8 a.m. at Good Eggs, the local grocery 
ageregator and delivery service, and the com- 
pany’s airy, 10,000-square-foot headquarters 
is already bustling. One of the building’s in- 
dustrial garage doors is thrown open to the 
foggy morning, and a near-constant parade of 
farmers and food producers walk up to the 
receiving table to drop off their day’s inven- 
tory. Members of the Good Eggs staff — a 
young, good-looking, idealistic bunch all 
around — greet producers by name, offer 
them a strawberry or two (they’re too good 


today to pass up), and talk shop as they 
check in orders. 

Most of the food coming in has been made 
or harvested within the past 24 hours, and all 
of it has been ordered by customers in ad- 
vance from the company’s 150-plus vendors: 
dozens of pastured eggs and chickens from 
Early Bird Ranch, flats of blackberries and 
raspberries from Yerena Farms, loaves of ses- 
ame bread from Josey Baker, tamales and tor- 
tillas from Primavera, salsa and guacamole 
from Nopalito, frozen baby food from Big 
Dipper, bouquets from Farm Girl Flowers. It 
will all be sorted and packed in the warehouse 
this morning, and by this evening will be de- 
livered to homes from Fairfax to Palo Alto. 

The Good Eggs “farm-to-fridge” business 
model turns the supermarket model on its 
head. Instead of having one or several physi- 
cal locations stocked with a standard, un- 
changing inventory, the Good Eggs storefront 
is online, and calls on local farms to deliver 
only what customers have ordered that day. 
Good Eggs essentially stocks and empties a 
grocery store every day, and because its in- 
ventory is based entirely on what each cus- 
tomer is ordering, it’s a different grocery 
store every day, too. The company has cre- 


ated an efficient new food system that’s ele- 
gant in its simplicity. 

Food aggregators like Good Eggs and high- 
tech grocery stores like the upcoming Local 
Mission Market are homegrown examples of 
how technology could change the way Amer- 
icans shop for groceries. Add to that the fact 
that, this fall, Amazon’s grocery delivery busi- 
ness AmazonFresh is coming to town. We all 
know what can happen when Amazon gets in 
the game. The supermarket may not be ren- 
dered as obsolete as Borders, Tower, or 
Blockbuster, but the new virtual model could 
force the bright, wasteful grocery store to be- 
come something else. What remains to be 
seen is if these new models are affordable 
enough for the average American family — or, 
if like so many tech innovations before them, 
they’ll only be practical for a certain, affluent 
segment of the population. 


for disruption, to use the parlance of 

our times. As it is, the current system is 
almost absurdly inefficient. Grocery stores 
are huge — the average American store is 
around 46,000 square feet, approaching the 
size of a football field. Inside, nearly 40,000 


T he supermarket business model is ripe 


products are housed under the buzzing flo- 
rescent lights — no matter the season or the 
store’s location, there are always piles of 
gleaming red apples, plastic clamshells of 
strawberries, vacuum-sealed bags of chicken 
parts, and aisle upon aisle of brightly colored 
boxes of nonperishables. The supermarket 
runs on abundance; when there’s a worker 
strike or a major weather event, the empty 
shelves are eerie, psychically disturbing. 

Of course, the price of all that abundance 
is alot of waste: The USDA estimates that su- 
permarkets lost about $15 billion annually in 
unsold fruits and vegetables alone, and throw 
away, on average, 12 percent of produce and 7 
percent of meat and poultry. 

We’ve heard all this before. The death of 
the supermarket has been predicted since at 
least 1999, when grocery delivery service We- 
bvan burst on the scene and suggested in an 
annual report that year that e-commerce 
would provide an alternative to the “mundane 
and time-consuming task” of grocery shop- 
ping in a store. The company enjoyed early 
success but folded two years later, just an- 
other victim of the first dot-com bust, but also 
atest case that showed how hard it is to make 
money selling groceries online. >> 012

A decade later we’ve become used to buy- 
ing books and clothes and electronics online, 
but e-commerce has come slowly to the gro- 
cery sector. Supermarkets have a razor-thin 
profit margin of about 1 percent, according to 
the Food Marketing Institute, and rely on vol- 
ume sales to make their money. It doesn’t 
help that so much of the grocery store’s in- 
ventory is perishable. Bananas, sliced lunch 
meat, eggs, tomatoes, baguettes, milk, 
chicken breasts, jumbo shrimp, Lil’ Smokies, 
yogurt, orange juice, Pillsbury cinnamon 
rolls: Pretty much the entire perimeter of the 
store will go bad ina matter of days. So while 
every imaginable durable good, like a third 
season DVD set of Party of Five or acopy of 
Liberace’s autobiography, can just sit ona 
warehouse shelf until someone wants it, food 
perishability is a major obstacle in redesign- 
ing the supermarket model for the online 
generation. 

Grocery delivery services since Webvan 
have mostly been about making food shop- 
ping more convenient than building new 
methods of food distribution. Some grocery 
chains like Safeway offer home delivery and 
say that it’s “an important part of our overall 
sales strategy,” but are merely building the 
new system on top of their existing infrastruc- 
ture. East Coast delivery services like Fresh- 
Direct and Peapod sell a few local items, but 
mostly feature the same national brands you’d 
find in the grocery store. Other companies, 
like Instacart, hire someone to shop for you at 
Whole Foods or Trader Joe’s, but then you 
have to place your trust in a stranger’s ability 
to choose avocados. 

Good Eggs is able to avoid many of these 
pitfalls because it’s build a new system from 
the ground up; it’s as much atech start-up as 
it is a food vendor. Co-founders Rob Spiro 
and Alon Salant both came from tech back- 
grounds. CEO Spiro developed the social 
search engine Aardvark, which he sold to 
Google, then worked as a product manager 
for Google+; CTO Salant co-founded technol- 
ogy-development shop Carbon Five. They’ve 
brought the disruption-happy Silicon Valley 
mentality to their new company. Good Eggs 
has all the earmarks of a Bay Area start-up, 
from the venture capital funding to the free 
chef-made lunch that employees enjoy every 
day. Engineers and product managers work 
at stand-up desks and huddle around white- 
boards within feet of the warehouse’s mas- 
sive walk-in refrigerator and freezer. 

These tech-focused employees, who make 
up about a third of the company’s S.F. work- 
force, are responsible for the three proprie- 
tary programs that run the business: the 
storefront, the back-end, and the product- 
tracking system. For shoppers, there’s a slick 
online storefront build for browsing. Every 
product has a gorgeous photo, mostly shot 
with a rustic wooden background at the Good 
Eggs HQ by the on-staff photographer. The 
product shots are accompanied by Face- 
bookian headshots of their farmers and pro- 
ducers, not unlike Lyft and Uber, which tell 
you that “Ryan A.” is coming to pick you up 
(and here’s how friendly he looks). Good Eggs 
takes that social element one step further: As 
shoppers browse the store, they can learn all 
about the producers they’re buying from —

like lives of the pasture-raised animals at 
Wyland Orchards, or the soil type and organic 
farming techniques of Bloomfield Farms. 
Producers have their own back-end, 
where they can track their orders and in- 
voices and communicate directly with cus- 
tomers — a big time-saver for busy small 
business owners. And there’s an elaborate 
tagging system that tracks and organizes the 
food from the moment it arrives in the ware- 
house to the moment it leaves on a truck, 
mostly revolving around plastic numbered 
bins on wheeled wire racks that house cus- 
tomer orders (dry goods stay out on the floor; 
perishable foods go into the walk-ins, divided 
by temperature zones to meet the specific 
storage needs of salad greens, salmon fillets,

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organic hummus, and so on, until they’re 
packed in cold, insulated sleeves and grocery 
bags). 

The company is filling between 200 and 
300 orders a day, and though Spiro won’t 
share any specific numbers, he says that or- 
ders are growing every week — a sentiment 
echoed by vendors who say they’re also see- 
ing their numbers rise. Spiro’s plans for his 
company are ambitious: He says that, in addi- 
tion to growing to 2,000 orders a day at the 
Dogpatch warehouse, about the daily sales 
volume of a regular supermarket, he wants to 
expand nationwide. To that end, Good Eggs 
has already opened small warehouses in 
Brooklyn, New Orleans, and Los Angeles. 
Though the company is not yet profitable, 


Spiro says that it is on track to become so by 
the end of the year. 


ture raises prices, or that expensive niche 

products like gluten-free sourdough ($9/ 
loaf), honey-lavender chevre ($16/8-ounce 
log), and even pasture-raised chickens ($18 
for asmall bird) are enjoyed by financially 
comfortable Bay Area locavores. Quite a few 
of the items that Good Eggs offers — the ar- 
tisanal pickles, fancy vinegars, and luxe cup- 
cakes of the world — will never be ona list of 
priorities for families just trying to put food 
on the table. 

But some of the produce is more affordable 
— $3.50 doesn’t seem unreasonable for that 
basket of unbelievably perfect strawberries 
picked that morning at Yerena Farms, say. It’s 
hard to dispute that local food tastes better 
than the factory stuff; or that it’s better for the 
environment, the community, and for your 
health. It’s just a question of building systems 
that can get food into the hands of more than 
just the slice of consumers who have the ex- 
pendable income to support local vendors. 

Good Eggs is an example of a food hub, 
identified by the USDA as a growing sector 
of businesses that manage the aggregation, 
distribution, and marketing of small- and 
medium-sized local food producers. As re- 
cently as five years ago, these farmers and 
food-makers were limited to distribution at 
farmers markets and subscription services 
like community-supported agriculture, or 
CSAs, where customers pay up front for a set 
batch of items to be delivered to them every 
week, without much control over what’s in 
the basket. 

Food hubs help farmers and food produc- 
ers who don’t have the time or interest in 
building a web presence or finding new chan- 
nels of distribution, but also don’t have the 
wholesale volume necessary to sell to major 
grocery chains. Relay Foods, a D.C.-based ag- 
eregator like Good Eggs, or Green B.E.A.N. 
Delivery, a Midwestern one, help small busi- 
nesses reach larger audiences while also of- 
fering services like order-tracking, 
accounting, and online marketing. In return, 
the businesses are willing to let the company 
take a portion of their profits. 

“There’s no way I could build the tools 
they’re building [at Good Eggs],” says Shae- 
Lynn Watt of Early Bird Ranch in Pescadero, 
who used to spend 16 hours a week organiz- 
ing orders for her pasture-raised eggs, 
chicken, and pork on Google spreadsheets. 
She’s more than willing to let the company 
take 25 percent of her revenue for each deliv- 
ery, and 6 percent for the direct orders she 
manages herself using the Good Eggs plat- 
form. “My time is better spent producing de- 
licious food and building better relationships 
with my customers,” she says. 

A food hub like Good Eggs also expands 
the reach of small producers like Watt and 
others, who can only attend so many farmers’ 
markets and deliver so many orders per day. 
Sadie Scheffer of Bread SRSLY, a gluten-free 
sourdough baker, used to deliver all of her 
bread on bike, and now says she’s enjoying a 
much larger audience for her bread through 
the site. “I have two bikes and no drivers li- 
cense. There’s no way I can get bread to 
Mountain View, let alone across the bridge 
somewhere. ... We can outsource the distri- 


t’s no surprise that all this new infrastruc- 





bution and know the product is being deliv- 
ered alongside other local, sustainable, 
organic stuff.” 

But can it be made to reach everybody? 
Rideshare companies like Lyft and Uber have 
been criticized for only being available toa 
segment of the population with smartphones 
and without wheelchairs; the same criticism 
could apply to local food aggregators whose 
pricing and tech requirements might put it 
out of reach of many. 

To address this disparity, the USDA is 
working with nonprofits and other versions 
of food hubs to make services available to un- 
derserved families. A recent survey con- 
ducted by the agency found that 40 percent 
of food hubs were serving populations in so- 
called “food deserts” who don’t have regular 
access to fresh ingredients. The USDA talks 
about nonprofit CSAs, spending programs of- 
fering SNAP (Supplemental Nutrition Assis- 
tance Program, what used to be known as 
food stamps) incentives for shopping at farm- 
ers markets, online buying clubs where 
lower-income customers can buy bulk pro- 
duce and protein at reasonable prices. 

The Internet also can better connect cus- 
tomers with farmers who have excess or un- 
attractive but perfectly edible products, and 
businesses like LocallyGrown.net, Local 
Food Marketplace, Local Orbit, Lulu’s Or- 
ganic Food, and Oklahoma Food Cooperative 
are providing open-source software for farm- 
ers and producers to band together and cre- 
ate their own food hubs online.

The result, at all ends of the financial 
spectrum, is that new technology is building 
a system of food distribution that, in the 
retro weirdness of food culture, looks 
something like the way things were before 
the supermarkets began their fluorescent 
domination of the landscape in the mid-20th 
century. 


hundred years ago, food markets 

were composed of small, family- 

owned farms working together in a 
community. Local markets used to be neigh- 
borhood meeting places, spots where you’d 
know the people behind the counter by 
name and maybe trade gossip as you waited 
for them to weigh out your purchases. Gro- 
ceries were local, seasonal, and organic by 
default, prior to advances in shipping and 
pesticides. Giant, untraceable food chains, 
self-service, and the sense of isolation that 
comes with both were side effects of the rise 
of the supermarket. 

While technology is enabling a return to 
some of these older values that our 
grandparents took for granted, not all of the 
markets are virtual ones. In September, a 
new market is opening in the Mission that 
will cook, package, label, and sell everything 
on-site. Local Mission Market is the latest 
venture from Yaron Milgrom and Jake Des 
Voignes, co-owners of nearby restaurants 
Local’s Corner and Local Mission Eatery, 
and their vision for the future of marketing is 
as quaint as it is cutting-edge. 

“There’s something different about seeing 
the person who makes your food. That level 
of connection is part of appreciating the food 
you’re making,” Milgrom says. To that end, 
nearly half of the 2,700-square-foot market 
on Harrison between 22nd and 23rd will be 
devoted to an open demonstration kitchen, 
where customers can see a team of chefs 
assembling everything sold in the store 
beyond meat, produce, and dry ingredients: 
yogurt, soup, bread, pasta, hot sauce, pickles, 
jams, creme fraiche. You name it, they 
probably have plans to make it. Shoppers will 
be able to converse with the butcher as he 
prepares a requested cut of meat, or with the 
baker as he mixes up that day’s batch of 
cinnamon rolls (a candlestick-maker isn’t in 
the original vision, but probably could be if 
there’s enough demand). >> 014

House-brand groceries aren’t exactly rev- 
olutionary — Trader Joe’s sticks its name on 
hundreds of outsourced goods, and Bi-Rite 
Market already makes much of its food in- 
house, or through a third-party that prepares 
it to the market’s strict specifications. But 
both markets also sell other people’s food, 
and in that sense, they’re more like boutique 
versions of regular grocers (as eco-friendly 
and committed to local sourcing as Bi-Rite 
is). Local Mission Market is taking things 
one step further. Milgrom wants nothing less 
than to revamp the entire shopping 
experience. 

So there will be no aisles; it’Il be an open 
floor plan, with no awkward corners to box 
customers in. Online ordering for delivery 
and pickup is baked into the business model. 
Instead of handwriting labels for bulk foods, 
customers will use the market’s custom-de- 
veloped iPad program to identify the food 
based on photo and print out a label. And to 
avoid long lines at the register, the market is 
taking a page out of the Apple playbook and 
hiring roaming cashiers equipped with mo- 
bile checkouts. 

“Markets haven’t changed since we were 
kids,” Milgrom says, and except for the dubi- 
ous benefit of self-checkout, it’s hard to argue 
with him. “We can use modern systems to 
make markets better.” 

With new market models comes competi- 
tion. Another threat to the supermarket is 
also on the march: AmazonFresh is rumored 
to be coming to town later this year. 


mazon. The company blamed for sin- 

glehandedly bringing down the brick- 

and-mortar bookstore and the 
big-box electronic store. The online shop- 
ping juggernaut has been experimenting 
with home grocery delivery for six years in 
Seattle and a few months in Los Angeles, 
and if Amazon’s track record is anything to 
go on, its grocery delivery could change the 
game for good (Amazon representatives did 
not respond to our request for comment). 

Remember Borders Books, Tower Re- 

cords, Blockbuster Video: History has shown 
that some people prefer delivery to retail 
shopping for certain products. Amazon could 
overshadow the brick-and-mortar grocery 
store by using its massive warehouse re- 
sources and existing infrastructure to deliver 
food, and it has the cash to take a loss for a few 
years as it figures grocery delivery out. And 
because prices on AmazonFresh are close or 
equal to those at the grocery store, the ques- 
tion becomes whether consumers think a lit-

tle added cost equals the added value of 
delivery — for rich or poor households, for ar- 
tisanal pickles or mass-farmed eggs. 
AmazonFresh does have some local prod- 
ucts in its pilot cities, but the majority ofits 
inventory is the kind of stuff you’d find at 
Safeway. Rob Spiro of Good Eggs isn’t wor- 
ried about the threat to his business; he sees 
Amazons foray into groceries as a good thing. 
“Tf anything, AmazonFresh is going to edu- 
cate folks that there’s a way to shop for gro- 
ceries online, and that behavior is becoming 
mainstream. ... It makes our job of reaching 
out to customers that much easier,” he says. 
The two companies are using the same 
online tools to very different ends: One is 
building a new distribution chain from the 
ground up; the other is tweaking the existing 
system to make it more convenient for con- 
sumers. Disruptive technology is, at its core, a 
grand experiment — it throws a wrench into 
the established way of doing things and lets 
the market sort it out. The last major super- 
market disruption, the bar code, enabled gro- 
cery stores to stock tens of thousands of new 
items and track them efficiently. With the 
rise of more precise, and more virtual, food 
networks, we could be seeing a shift from the 
mega-market to the meta-market.

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Uncomfortably Close 


Two premieres break the fourth wall and keep on going.

on Reed’s new solo show, Can 
You Dig It? The 60s — Back 
Down East 14th Street, doesn’t 
often feel like theater. But nei- 
ther do many shows at the 
Marsh. The theater, established in 1989, 
specializes in solo performances, with per- 
formers serving as comedians and storytell- 
ers as muchas actors. They don’t just break 
down the fourth wall; they often behave as 
if they’ve slipped into your living room, so 
informal are they with their audiences. 

Reed, who also works as a comedian, is 
similarly casual, but in telling stories from 
his Oakland childhood, he’s also infec- 
tiously hyperactive. As skilled in mimicry as 
he is — impersonating the jumpers, spitters, 
and twitchers from his former neighbor- 
hood (they were a quirky bunch), he seems 
to reshape his very bone structure — he 
hasn’t lost his childhood joy in performing. 
Unable, most of the time, to resist the urge 
to erupt into song and dance, he is in part 
still a hammy kid who craves an audience, 
part an adult who never learned to tune 
into everyone else’s frequency. He cannot 
turn off his inner grooves and rhythms; he 
is doomed, or blessed, to forever boogie 
where others would merely trudge. 

Yet as a piece of theater, his Can You Dig 
It? fails. The chief problem is that Reed has 
trod this ground twice before, first with 
East 14th, which covered Reed’s teenage 
years, when he learned his father was a 
pimp, and then with The Kipling Hotel, 
which chronicled his time working in a re- 
tirement home during college. Can You Dig 
It? is supposed to be about Reed’s earliest 
years, but it has so much overlap with the 
other, already covered time periods that it 
amounts to little more than the miscella- 
neous scraps that didn’t make it into either 
of the previous shows. A few individual 
moments are quite funny, as when a young

Reed and his brother are subject to the 
sorry routine of a pudgy, leering stripper 
when they’re being babysat, but Reed 
doesn’t shape his sundry anecdotes into 
anything more than a vague coming-of-age 
narrative. At the end of the show, he at- 
tempts to stir pathos with the tale of a rela- 
tive’s death — one he’d mentioned only in 
passing earlier in the show.

with a few monologues thrown in, all by 
characters who grew up together in Tuc- 
son but have since drifted apart. Drama is 
supposed to be created in the revelation of 
character through dialogue and shifts in 
power status rather than through some- 
thing “happening.” Also like the film, the 
play is directed in long takes, with charac- 
ters not stirring from their seats for the en- 
tire time they’re on stage, the better to 
focus on the telling ways they choose to ex- 
press themselves. 

Not every conversation is equally reve- 
latory, though. The first scene, with Susan 
(Emma Rose Shelton), an actress, and Re- 
gina (Sylvia Hathaway), a former artist 


who’s since opted for a more conventional 
life path, shifts the foci of tension and con- 
nection at whiplash-inducing speed as 
characters rehash exes and wedding exclu- 
sions with desperate confessions and 
prickly ripostes. This central conflict be- 
tween characters’ lifestyles — an iteration 
of decades-old culture wars — doesn’t feel 
especially fresh, but Shelton and Hathaway 
imbue their characters with an over-confi- 
dence that’s too easily crumbled, so that 
how their characters will define them- 
selves at the end of a scene becomes a sus- 
penseful plot in its own right. 

But this conflict between free-spirited- 
ness and grounded pragmatism gets 
hashed out again and again in successive 
scenes, with little additional light shed. 
Characters, too, all speak with the same 
snarkiness that’s partly affectionate, partly 
intended to wound. The constant referenc- 
ing of ex-boyfriends starts to grate before 
long, as does the slew of voiceover-ready, 
navel-gazing life lessons: “This is why 
grown-ups can’t make friends!” 

By the time Lisa (Allison Page) and Deva 
(Megan Briggs) take the stage as passen- 
gers on across-country train ride that 
hasn’t been the bonding experience Lisa 
wanted it to be, it’s hard to care if they be- 
come friends, despite the warm and open 
performance of both actors; by this point in 
the play, friendship has become something 
to be talked about and infinitely dissected 
rather than lived.

his first of the year’s two Steve Jobs biopics 
; lacks the free pass of an Aaron Sorkin script, 
but sort of makes up for it by stunt-casting 
Ashton Kutcher in the title role. As enabled by 
director Joshua Michael Stern, Kutcher’s earnest 
impersonation elevates the Apple origin story into...

We see his various, uh, 
interpersonal challenges — the freakout-brushoff of a 
pregnant girlfriend, the temperamental firings, that 
one vitriolic phone call to Bill Gates — for no 
apparent reason other than seeing them later 
vindicated by his visionary determination. Kutcher’s 
fun to watch, though, and he has good if 
underwritten support from Josh Gad as Steve “Woz” 
Wozniak, this Jobs’s roly-poly sidekick and comic 
relief. Other allies-cum-obstacles are played by 
Dermot Mulroney, Matthew Modine, and J.K. 
Simmons, all welcome at first but ultimately, perhaps 
fittingly, expendable. Also, the movie’s production 
values seem more obligatory than inspired; its last 
word on Jobs’ legacy might be that there’s really no 
reason to see a film about him on a theater screen 
instead of an iPhone. JONATHAN KIEFER

he found-footage mode of fake documentary 
i seems mostly stripped of all fictional thrills by 

now, just as the planet Earth seems all but 
exhausted as a life-bearing habitat. What to do but 
explore the outer limits in search of fresh discoveries? 
Sebastian Cordero’s stylish space-faring thriller 
Europa Report, structured as a pastiche of on-board 
camera feeds from a ship sent to investigate possible 
life on Jupiter’s moon, has the virtue of total 
commitment to its concept, all risks be damned. Of 
course the risks are what make it interesting, and,

owing a lot to natural performances and Philip 
Gelatt’s tactful script, the movie more or less delivers 
on its tagline: “Fear. Sacrifice. Contact.” A variously 
pedigreed cast includes 4 Months, 3 Weeks and 2 Days’ 
Anamaria Marinca, The Girl with the Dragon Tattoo’s 
Michael Nyqvist, and Elysium’s Sharlto Copley, but 
this is very much an ensemble affair, not to mention 
an attractive braid of suspense, techie curiosity, and 
wilderness appreciation. There’s also some grace in 
how Cordero handles his homages, as when Mission 
Control sends the astronauts off with “some light 
traveling music” in the form of Strauss’ “Blue Danube 
Waltz.” It’s more than a wink; it’s a tribute to how 
2001:A Space Odyssey has served as plausible 
inspiration for movies and missions alike. But it also 
begs the question: Did none of this movie’s characters 
see 2010, the one that ended with “a warning from the 
landlord” to leave Europa alone? JK. 


Portrait of Jason 
Not Rated. Opens Friday at the Roxie. 
ery few documentaries give the sense of 
Yee: right there in the room with the 
subject and the filmmakers quite like Shirley 
Clarke’s 1967 Portrait of Jason. It’s a simple concept: 
In a tastefully decorated room at the Chelsea Hotel, a 
bespectacled gay black man by the name of Jason 
Holliday talks about his life as a hustler and 
frustrated nightclub performer. He laughs at it all, 
constantly, and Jason’s probably-mostly-true 
anecdotes of (among other things) hustling, police 
harassment, and gay bathhouses in the 1960s are 
historically fascinating, and potentially still shocking 
to some straight folks. The amount of time that 
passes is unspecified, but the press kit (available 
online and a great read by itself) reveals that it was a 
single, 12-hour overnight shoot. At feature length, 
Portrait of Jason replicates the sensation of an all- 
night conversation: The camera drifts in and out of 
focus like it’s nodding off, and cuts to black as the 
film runs out but Jason keeps talking. Even when 
Jason’s laughter inevitably morphs into tears of pain, 
a bottle of booze in his hand, and the unseen 
filmmakers getting verbally abusive (“Be honest, 
motherfucker, stop acting!”), Portrait of Jason never 
feels exploitative; Jason wants to be here, making his 
statement, as much as the filmmakers want him to 
make it. SHERILYN CONNELLY

The Artist and the Model Shot in stately black and 
white, as if overeager to mitigate any hint of 
prurience, Fernando Trueba’s period drama still 
is amovie about an old man gazing at the bare 
body of a young woman — for artistic reasons, 
you understand. One summer, in some rustic rural 
corner of occupied France, an elderly sculptor 
(Jean Rochefort) finds his inspiration on the 
wane. Supportively, his wife (Claudia Cardinale) 
brings home a voluptuous young Spanish refugee 
(Aida Folch) to help him out. This muse-elect has 
no experience being a model, but the sculptor 
makes do. He also makes the girl’s aesthetic 
education a secondary project. “Observe the 
tenderness of the scene,” he says, schooling her 
on how to appreciate a Rembrandt sketch, and 
giving a mildly irksome sense of Trueba talking 
directly, and down, to the audience. While be- 
ing told what to look at, and how, it’s hard not 
to notice also that the war’s encroachments 
register here in only the most perfunctory ways; 
the sculptor, an apolitical curmudgeon, seems 
mostly concerned with life already being too 
short to achieve his own creative fulfillment. Fair 
enough, perhaps, for his sensual curiosity does 
at least seem genuine. Falling short of its own 
high standards for artfulness, this is hardly the 
most profound film ever made about beauty and 
mortality, but its scenes do contain some tender- 
ness, and pulchritude, worth observing. (J.K.) 

Blue Exorcist Atsushi Takahashi’s anime Blue Exorcist 
is based on the TV series of the same name, and 
unlike feature adaptations of American shows 
(the recent My Little Pony: Equestria Girls comes to 
mind), Blue Exorcist is not especially concerned 
with bringing newcomers up to speed with its 
world. The world in question is a Japan besieged 
by demons, the primary defense against which is 
an order knownas Exorcists, and our protagonist 
isan up-and-coming young Exorcist by the name 
of Rin. He’s also the son of Satan — a seemingly 
salient detail that’s treated as no big deal, not 
factoring into the plot beyond Rin having fangs 
and a really boss tail. Presumably these things 
have been covered in more detail in the series, 
as well as the spooky concept of demonic trains 
taking captured souls into Gehenna, but most of 
that is brushed aside in favor of the relationship 
between Rin and an adorable moppet-demon, 
with many characters popping up for appear- 





ances that probably seem a lot less random to 
those versed in the show’s lore. Not breaking 
ground as an anime, Blue Exorcist is yet another 
movie about boys learning what it means to be 
brothers, though fans of the show will probably 
enjoy seeing that one busty redhead with the 
propensity for bikini tops. (S.C.) 


Drug War Few actors have exuded quite as much 


cool onthe screen as Chow Yun-Fat in John Woo’s 
pre-Hollywood films The Killer and Hard Boiled, 
but Louis Koo comes damn close in Johnnie 
To’s Drug War. The picture follows stylish meth 
cook Timmy (Koo), who has manufactured 
quite a bit more than the mere 50 grams it 
takes to receive China’s death penalty, as he 
collaborates with stone-faced narcotics cop 
Captain Zhang (Sun Honglei) to bring down 
Timmy’s cartel and thus save his own bruised 
(yet still handsome) skin. In addition to Koo’s 
unflappable-until-he’s-not performance that’s 
so reminiscent of Yun-Fat, Drug War also channels 
Woo’s Hong Kong-era obsession with shifting 
identities and the dynamics between cops and 
criminals, all while managing to avoid the pitfalls 
of that style — director To doesn’t go overboard 
on gunfire the way Woo homages are wont to, 
instead making the comparatively few gunfights 
count, eschewing slow motion and other such 
clichés. Which is not to suggest the movie isn’t 
beautifully photographed, because it is, with fluid 
camera movement and impressive crane shots, 
but it doesn’t distract from the brutality of the 
violence. Also notable is Drug War's depiction of a 
China with cameras everywhere, and the means 
to listen in on every conversation. The NSA is in 
questionable company. (S.C.) 


The Act of Killing Beyond the banality of evil, 


there’s its surreality. For this stunning docu- 
mentary, filmmaker Joshua Oppenheimer 
encouraged former Indonesian death squad 
leaders to revisit the massacres they perpetrated 
in the mid-’60s — re-enacting crimes against 
humanity like scenes from movies they’ve loved. 
Having grown complacent with impunity, they 
eagerly agreed: “Why do people watch films 
about Nazis? To see power and sadism. We 
can do that.” Perversely, it’s also a function of 
how movies have trained us to feel about such 
figures that we might discover ourselves wishing 
Oppenheimer had brought a gun to his project 
instead of a camera, or maybe in addition to 
one. Anwar Congo, lauded by a local talk show 
host for developing speedier and less messy 
methods of mass murder, comes into focus 
as Oppenheimer’s main subject. He brags, 
dances, demonstrates, throwing himself into 
the ultimate unconscionable vanity project, 
with expectedly disturbing results. Most chal- 
lengingly, though, there is something palpably 
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cathartic about the ritual of the re-creations, and 
itis encouraging, barely, to see the posturing tilt 
from defiance toward repentance. Oppenheimer 
ends with Anwar alone in a bland back alley, 
retching from the memory of what he did there. 
Earlier in the film he’d play-acted to imitate the 
last gasps of some unforgotten victim whose 
head he once cut off; now he makes that same 
awful sound involuntarily. (J.K.) 


The Attack The story of Orpheus’ descent into the 


underworld is one of the heartier Greek myths, 
having been repurposed as the Bible’s story of 
Lot in Sodom, as well as more directly on film 
in Marcel Camus’ Black Orpheus. Director Ziad 
Doueiri’s The Attack is a worthy addition to the 
canon. This Orpheus figure is Amin (Ali Suliman), 
an Israeli Palestinian who has found comfort and 
renown as a surgeon in Tel Aviv. When his wife, 
Sihem (Reymond Amsalem), is killed ina suicide 
bombing — and subsequently proven to be the 
bomber — Amin journeys into the underworld 
of the West Bank city of Nablus to find out how 
Sihem could have become radicalized without 
him knowing. Also reminiscent of The Reluctant 
Fundamentalist, especially in its portrayal of 
how quickly a host country can grow distrust- 
ful of those who’ve made an honest effort to 
assimilate, The Attack is an examination of how 
a broken system compels good people to do 
very bad things, sometimes just to preserve 
something resembling dignity. Told almost 
entirely from Amin’s point of view, Suliman’s 
performance is up to the task, an alternately 
riveting and heartbreaking portrait of man 
discovering that maybe — just maybe — the 
underworld got that way because the world 
above keeps stepping on it. (S.C.) 


Elysium As didactic as science fiction gets, E/ysium 


delivers an allegory about the haves and have- 
nots — and the plight of illegal immigrants — 
that’s so blunt, it operates as little more thana 
cacophonous CG-ified lecture. Working in the 
same simplistic vein as his prior District 9, writer/ 
director Neill Blomkamp’s tale concerns a future 
in which Earth’s poor (largely Hispanic) live in 
squalid, polluted slums and the rich (largely 
Caucasian) enjoy the finer things — includ- 
ing cure-all medical facilities — on the titular 
orbiting space station. After suffering a lethal 
dose of radiation poisoning, Matt Damon’s 
working-class everyman has an exoskeleton 
grafted to his body so he can pull of a heist that'll 
nab him a ticket to Elysium. However, when the 
robbery goes wrong and Damon winds up with 
info on a coup being staged by Jodie Foster’s 
would-be tyrant, he finds himself on the run from 
her murderous forces, led by Sharlto Copley’s 
sword-wielding assassin. Blomkamp sets up his 
revolt-of-the-99-percent premise in stark black- 
and-white terms and then stubbornly refuses to 
add any nuance; instead, his story proves to be 
one long, preachy slog toward socialist victory 
via the very Christ-like martyrdom suggested by 
a nun’s early prophesy. Meanwhile, the director 
shoots his droid-and-machine gun action with 
such incoherent spasticity that — coupled with 
his refusal to spend any time exploring the thinly 
sketched orbital paradise — it eventually seems 
as if he has no faith in either his imagery or his 
central conceit. (N.S.) 


Lovelace These are the known knowns: The 1972 


porn movie Deep Throat, starring a woman named 
Linda Lovelace, was a huge hit. Everything else 
has been hotly debated, and after starting off 
with a comparatively idealized look at how 
Linda (Amanda Seyfried) became one of the first 
porn stars, Rob Epstein and Jeffrey Friedman’s 
time-shifting biopic Lovelace loops back around 
to portray Linda’s much-contested version of 
the events: that her violently abusive husband 
Chuck Traynor (Peter Sarsgaard) forced her at 
gunpoint into porn, and Chuck’s jealousy of 
her subsequent fame only made things worse. 
Using anight with Hugh Hefner (James Franco) 
as the fulcrum, Linda tells her side of the story 
while taking a polygraph test requested by 
her publisher. Shot on 16mm film for period- 
appropriate graininess, Lovelace is less about 
porn and more about how, not so long ago, the 
notion of domestic abuse as a bad thing was so 
foreign that the burden of proof was entirely 
on the wife — seriously, Lovelace had to take a 
polygraph, in real life — but also to prove that she 


didn’t deserve whatever might have happened; 
her own mother (Sharon Stone) suggests as 
much when Linda pleads for help. Whichever 
version of events is the factual truth, Lovelace 
errs firmly on the side of the abused. (S.C.) 


Prince Avalanche There are neither princes nor 


avalanches in David Gordon Green’s Prince 
Avalanche, but there are miles and miles of 
burnt forest through which uptight, self-styled 
woodsman Alvin (Paul Rudd) and his girlfriend’s 
boorish younger brother Lance (Emile Hirsch) 
must paint yellow traffic lines on the highway. 
They don’t get along at first — Lance wants to 
play cock-rock on the boombox, while Alvin 
prefers German-language tapes — and there 
wouldn’t be much of a movie if they did, but they 
both have trouble with women, the mystery of 
which has sparked a million bromances. Prince 
Avalanche is set in the aftermath of a 1988 Central 
Texas wildfire, both to give a historical context 
and in order to keep the characters isolated 
by the technology, as well as giving Rudd 
the opportunity to rock a period mustache. A 
loose remake of the Icelandic film Either Way, 
Green manages to keep Prince Avalanche from 
falling too deep in the quirk hole that traps so 
many indie films, with only a few overt stylistic 
flourishes, anda slight hint of the supernatural; 
it’s primarily a mood piece, that mood provided 
by the devastated landscape and the gloomy 
post-rock stylings of Explosions in the Sky and 
David Wingo. Perhaps most importantly, it’s a 
step up for Rudd after Admission. (S.C.) 


Percy Jackson: Sea of Monsters The fact that Percy 


Jackson is a Harry Potter clone hasn’t been news 
since 2010’s Percy Jackson & The Olympians: The 
Lightning Thief, and the economically-titled 
sequel Percy Jackson: Sea of Monsters is more of 
the same: Still adjusting to the news that he’s 
the son of the Greek god Poseidon, Percy (Logan 
Lerman) and his plucky teen-demigod pals must 
find the Golden Fleece to save their magical 
school. It cribs not only from Harry Potter, but 
also James Bond and Indiana Jones, and since it 
steals from the best it’s all passably entertaining, 
even if the titular Sea doesn’t deliver all that 
many Monsters. The “fathers and sons should 
talk more” theme is bluntly stated, and the jokes 
are largely juvenile and often cringe-worthy — 
but that’s all reasonable for a PG-rated fantasy 
based on children’s adventure stories, and the 
fluffy Percy Jackson: Sea of Monsters does bring 
in grown-ups Anthony Stewart Head, Nathan 
Fillion, and Stanley Tucci for some much-needed 
charisma. The always-fun Tucci even redeems a 
pandering shout-out to Christian parents meant 
to reassure them that their God is the awesome 
god, in spite of the fact that the picture makes 
Greek polytheism look a lot more fun than 
Christianity. And Percy Jackson: Sea of Monsters 
is fun, if little else. (S.C.) 


The Spectacular Now However played out the high- 


school-coming-of-age may seem in movies, it 
still happens in real life. Well, isn’t that reason 
enough to have another go at a movie about 
it? What’s special about James Ponsoldt’s The 
Spectacular Now, adapted by Scott Neustadter 
and Michael H. Weber from Tim Tharp’s novel, 
is the power of undaunted sincerity. This is not 
an affected genre exercise; it’s a fond portrayal 
of living, fumbling individuals — wholeheartedly 
embodied by stars Miles Teller and Shailene 
Woodley, who couldn’t seem more winningly 
spontaneous. The proceedings are familiar: With 
graduation looming, an affable underachiever 
(Teller) strikes up a strong romantic bond witha 
bookish classmate (Woodley). She likes the sort 
of attention he offers, but lacks experience with 
it. He’s a genuine giver of love but a wounded 
and reluctant receiver. It matters that they’re 
both the children of single parents. Also, he 
drinks too much. And his ex (Brie Larson) is still 
inthe picture; she dumped him, but mostly from 
disappointment that their mutual affection and 
attraction didn’t make a relationship sustainable. 
So what will? Ponsoldt’s emotional priorities 
seem mostly just right for so much fragile and 
lifelike adolescent intimacy, and Jess Hall’s 
caressing cinematography records it alertly. 
Whenever triteness encroaches, as it sometimes 
does, the actors — also including Kyle Chandler, 
uncomfortably good as a deadbeat dad — simply 
brush it away. This seems like a good moviemak- 


ing lesson for contrivance-addicts: Naturalism 
works if you work it. (J.K.) 

We’re the Millers No one gets high in We’re the 
Millers, which seems a little weird for a drug- 
running road-trip comedy, but then it is also a 
movie about seeming artificially domesticated. 
Jason Sudeikis plays a middling pot dealer who 
whips up a fake apple-pie family — from a 
stripper played by Jennifer Aniston, a runaway 
played by Emma Roberts, and a virginal dork 
played by Will Poulter — as cover to deliver an 
RV-load of weed from Mexico to his stateside 
supplier, played by Ed Helms. It’s easy enough 
to root for Sudeikis as a raffish foulmouthed 
wisecracker, briefly channeling vintage Chevy 
Chase or Eddie Murphy or Your Movie-Career- 
Conquering SNL Alum Here. But director Rawson 
Marshall Thurber’s broad hijinks spin too easily 
off into a sort of perfunctory outrageousness 
which probably is inevitable from a story by the 
writers of Wedding Crashers that’s been punched 
up by the writers of Hot Tub Time Machine. Our 
pseudo-Millers gamely do their requisite fleeing, 
squabbling, bonding, and mingling with kooky, 
kink-curious fellow RV’ers played by Nick Offer- 
man and Kathryn Hahn. What they don’t do is 
convince us that they weren’t utterly incorrupt 
to begin with. At one point Aniston does a strip 
tease to create a diversion, presumably from her 
own heart of gold. She never takes it all off, but 
elsewhere Thurber does at least let us glimpse a 
swollen, spider-bitten testicle. (J.K.)

Liters of beer, hearty German grub, and one 
of the city’s best hamburgers in the world’s 


cutest prison yard.

t’s not like Biergarten needs any more 
press; a visit to the Hayes Valley beer 
garden (a spinoff of uberpopular Sup- 
penkche down the street) on a sunny af- 
ternoon will tell you that. There are 
almost always lines spilling out from the 
chain-link fence that separates the bar from 
Octavia Street and the urbane Patricia’s 
Green park across the way. Inside the fence, a 
happy mix of young and old, hip and not-so- 
hip S.F. residents raise liters of beer, eat sau- 
sages and deviled pickled eggs, and on colder 








evenings, huddle under wool blankets pro- 
vided by the bar. Biergarten is approaching its 
year-and-a-half anniversary, and nature has 
smoothed some of the prison-yard starkness 
of the place when it first opened: There are 
now vines growing on the fence and a nicely 
filled-out tree in the middle that acts as a hub 
for strings of cafe lights. Squint a little and you 
could be in Munich. 

Biergarten is part of the Proxy project, a 
collection of semi-permanent “cargotecture” 
buildings (so named because they’re set up in 
metal shipping containers) designed by En- 
velope A+D on atwo-parcel lot owned by the 
city. Somewhere else, it would be the coolest 
architecture in town, but it blends right into a 
city like San Francisco, where pop-ups and 
creative uses of urban space are more the rule 
than the exception. Along with Biergarten, 
Proxy contains Ritual Coffee Roasters, Smit- 
ten Ice Cream, SoSF bike tours, and the two- 
story cargotecture wonder of Aether clothing, 
as well as a rotating band of food trucks and 
pop-ups that set up shop on the weekends. 

Supervisor London Breed ensured that 
Proxy would stay a part of Hayes Valley for 
the foreseeable future when she announced 
in June that its lease was going to be extended 
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through 2021, calling the project “far better 
for the community, far more enriching, and 
more fun than a parking lot, which was the 
area’s previous use.” 

It’s good news for burger fans. I went to 
Biergarten because I’d been hearing for 
months about its incredible hamburgers, of- 
fered only on Wednesdays (well, sometimes 
on Thursdays if they have extras). It’s a 
Prather Ranch patty, on a Firebrand bun, with 
all kinds of seasonal toppings, and it turned 
out that my sources had been correct — this is 
a hell ofa burger, easily a contender for one of 
the best in the city. The beef was medium-rare 
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liters (go ahead, get the liter — it’s the festive 
thing to do). Little bottles of Underberg, the 
great bitter that cuts through fatty food, are 
available, as is lemonade and a few brisk 
German wines. 

A necessary accompaniment to beers, 
whether you’re hungry or not, is pretzels, and 
these are the ideal: crusty and bready, grazed 
with coarse grains of salt. They come on their 
own or stuffed with cheese and vegetables, in 
a delicious bastardization of a grilled cheese 
sandwich. I had the mozzarella, tomato, and 
basil version — a caprese on pretzel bread — 
which was good for a lighter meal, though a 
little bland. I wished I’d ordered the version 
with blue cheese and caramelized onions, but 
that’s just an excuse to go back. 

I would anyway, if just for the pickled dev- 
iled eggs, as pink as Easter eggs. The mus- 
tardy flavor and vinegar from the pickling is a 
nice counterpoint to the filling’s creaminess. 
Pickles feature heavily on the menu in gen- 
eral. They accompany many dishes, and are 
also available on their own, ina “pickle jar,” 
which has seasonal vegetables preserved in 
brilliant hues. I enjoyed the carrots, won- 
dered about the artichoke heart, didn’t espe- 
cially care for the turnips, and forgave the 





and just on the right side of greasy, and topped 
with height-of-summer produce: bits of sweet 
corn, heirloom tomato slices, arugula, witha 
slice of salted yellow watermelon on the side. 
Its German heritage was evident in a large 
dollop of coarse mustard. Except for the corn, 
it was asimple, straightforward burger. 

The beer garden has extended its initial 
menu with plenty of items that are available 
on days besides Wednesday, and are no less 
worthy of your attention. The cuisine is less 
German and more Cal-German, a little more 
playful than its parent restaurant Suppen- 
kche, but at its heart a riff on meat-and-pota- 
toes cooking. Bratwurst is expertly grilled 
with a crust on each side and bursting with 
juices and mild flavor, though a German res- 
taurant that can’t make sausage should just 
go ahead and close up shop. Hot dogs have a 
satisfying snap, and pork belly sliders with 
aioli basically melt away on your tongue. All 
of it is areminder that Germans have a way 
with pork. 

Almost as much as they have a way with 
beer. Biergarten has six taps that rotate some 
with the seasons, but there’s always a fruity 
hefeweizen, a caramely bock, and a crisp 
pilsner available in glasses, half-liters, and

twee Mason jar serving vessel because it 
seemed Euro-chic in this context. 

This is all cold-weather food, which 
makes it perfect for an open-air restaurant in 
a town like San Francisco, where 360 nights 
out of the year it will get cold enough to need 
the blankets when the sun goes down. The 
food quality is all the more astonishing con- 
sidering they’re working out of a kitchen ina 
shipping container. All in all, not bad fora 
parking lot.

S.F.’s Most Extreme 
Burgers

y now Paula Deen’s “Lady’s Brunch 
6 Burger” (aka a beef patty wedged 

between two glazed doughnuts) is 
old news. Social media buzz about a ramen 
burger made with fried ramen noodles 
instead of a bun, apparently all the rage in 
Japan and causing waves at Williamsburg’s 
Smorgasburg food festival, got us thinking 
about all the other wild and wonderful 
directions that restauranteurs have taken 
America’s greatest contribution to food. 

Nombe (2491 Mission, 681-7150, 
NombeSF.com), to our surprise and 
delight, is already doing its own version of 
a ramen burger — we do love being ahead 
of a New York trend. Its version is a pork- 
belly-and-Wagyu patty topped with 
caramelized onions, tomato, Japanese 
pickles, mizuna with wasabi aoili, and your 
choice of three sauces (miso, sweet soy, and 
tomato) and add-ons including cheese, 
bacon, avocado, and fried chicken liver. 

In other bun innovations 
(bunnovations?), Wild Hare in lower 
Pacific Heights (2801 California, 539-3200) 
is serving The Deluxe Burger, a riff on what 
Serious Eats once dubbed The Fatty Melt: 
A burger in which the bun is two grilled 
cheese sandwiches, in a bout of artery- 
clogging insanity. Speaking of cholesterol, 
Epic Roasthouse (369 The Embarcadero, 
369-9955, EpicRoadhouse.com) is still

serving its $20 Explosion Burger, which 
puts the cheese inside the patty ina 
fun twist. 

Some go beyond beef altogether. 
Wise Sons Deli (3150 24th St., 787-3354, 
WiseSonsDeli.com) has the deli burger 
made with ground pastrami, beet- 
horseradish spread, deli mustard, and 
iceberg lettuce. At Roam (1785 Union, 
440-7626, RoamBurgers.com), you can 
order an elk patty or the Tejano burger 
topped with fried tortilla strips. And of 
course we’re huge fans of the bacon-and- 
beef burger at Rickybobby (400 Haight, 
RickyBobbySF.com).

efore you read this, ask yourself, 
B “How much do I want the Tonga 

Room to change?” If the answer is 
“A lot,” you’re going to be disappointed. 
Youre also a joyless buzzkill. 

The tiki palace that looks like David 
Lynch’s afterlife destination buried in the 
Fairmont Hotel has been an international 
treasure of cultural appropriation since the 
end of World War II. It has theoretically 
been updated, but apart from new walls 
and three or four new cocktails that are just 
as saccharine as all the others, not much 
stands out. (Of those, the hurricane is much 
better than the Pineapple 
Royale, which does come 
in a pineapple, and there 
is also arum punchbowl 
on loan from Smuggler’s 
Cove). Like the Catholic 
Church, it’s probably 
good for this institution to 
ride out most fads 
unscathed, so we’re not 
weeping that there aren’t 
reclaimed subway tiles 
and Mason jars 
everywhere. 

The dinner menu does 
lurch closer to 
contemporary California- 
Asian cuisine, with 
Niman Ranch short ribs 
and wild shrimp and chili 
dumplings sharing space 
with the hot pot and 
pu-pu platter. The happy 
hour buffet is no great 
shakes (although for $10 
per person, two can stuff 
themselves for barely 
more than the cost ofa 
single drink), but 
vegetable lo mein, 
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Delicious down to earth Hunan cagolng!

I had heretofore put off visiting this bar 
in the terminal, figuring it would be the 
coolest of all the booze joints at the airport. I 
had been holding off so that I could savor 
the moment. I’d hit the wine bar, the Gordon 
Biersch outpost, and even tried to sneak into 
the Admirals Club (that’s for another 
Bouncer). All that was left was the San Fran- 
cisco original, Anchor Steam. 

Can anyone tell me any business that 
started small and got big that didn’t start to 
suck? Maybe the folks at Anchor Steam 
know that the average shmuck who dines at 
their airport establishment has probably 
never even heard of its beer. Maybe the li- 
censing fees to have a restaurant at SFO 
are so gigantic that prudent busi- 
ness people have to appeal to 
the lowest common de- 
nominator. Maybe power 
corrupts. 

I had just returned 
from an epic adven- 
ture in L.A. For start- 
ers, the 
bed-and-breakfast that 
I was staying at hada 
very special guest the 
entire time I was there: 
Robert Carradine, aka Lewis 
Skolnick from Revenge of the 
Nerds. When I realized who he was I 
screamed out loud; luckily only his wife was 
there. She and I had bonded about other 
things before that, like Eckart Tolle, grape 
harvesting, and her time as a ski rescuer. 
“What are you doing in town?” I asked her. 
She said she and her hubby were doing a re- 
ality show. I figured he was the director or 
something. 

“It’s about nerds; how to find the best 
nerd,” she said. I was intrigued. She said 
there were competitions, so I casually said, 
Oh, like on Revenge of the Nerds. 

“Yeah!” she said, adding that Booger was 
one of the hosts. As soon as the mellifluous 
word “booger” escaped her lips I shot up, 
shrieking with glee.

weren’t wearing shoes that had to be taken 
off and put back on again. 

I pulled up a chair at the brewery and 
peeked at the food that others were eating. 
It looked godawful, like something you 
would get in a Kentucky junior high school 
free lunch program. I must say that you can 
order a gigantic beer for a reasonable price, 
though why anyone would drink that much 
fluid before a flight is beyond me, since I de- 
spise plane lavatories. 

I was still excited to have seen Lita Ford, 
a woman who hangs out with the Os- 
bournes, knew Kim Fowley, and had proba- 
bly the corniest hard rock song of the ’80s, 
“Kiss Me Deadly.” 

“You heard of her?” I said to the guy next 
to me. 

“Of course,” he said, “I’m over 40.” He 
told me that he bumped into Owen Wilson in 
Berkeley last week, literally, but that Wilson 
was very apologetic for bashing into him. 
This is the part where we began listing off 
brushes with fame, which was doubly odd 
since we had just met. It must be strange to 

be a famous person and realize that the 
person who helped you with your 
rental car will probably set off 
aripple effect of reportage. 
He will tell his wife that 
he helped you, she will 
tell her sister, the sister 
will tell her boyfriend, 
etc. Heaven forbid that 
you might’ve been ina 
shitty mood that day, or 
forgot to tip.

I know, it’s not like 
you were Nirvana on Sub Pop before but you 
did have some sort of foodie cache. You’re 
breaking my heart here. It’s like when you go 
overseas and see that Daniel Day-Lewis has 
done an Orangina commercial. 

Here’s the good news: Once you leave the 
terminal and pass security, you can’t go 
back. It’s like the Anchor Brewing Company 
in San Francisco International Airport 
never really existed.

Where Time Stands Still 


At Outside Lands, those who made the hits of the 
oast are booked to repeat them.

can the big names of the Out- 
side Lands lineup this year, and 
you could be forgiven for think- 
ing you’d been transported back 
to 2003, or deposited inan MTV 
Buzz Bin circa 1993. (Hell, two of the three 
main-stage closers were doing their thing 
back in’83.) Once again, Outside Lands was 
less a survey of what’s happening in music 
now than asampler of All That Has Come 
Before, where skipping from one stage to the 
next landed you in’80s New York, 90s L.A., 
’60s Liverpool, and ’70s Austin. 

There are a number of reasons for this, but 
the primary one is economic: To draw 65,000 
people to Golden Gate Park for three days re- 
quires casting the net as wide and far — and 
far back — as possible. Organizers want older 
fans with the disposable income for $229 VIP 
passes and $13 glasses of pinot noir, so they 
book Hall & Oates in addition to Matt & Kim. 
And in this fragmented age, there aren’t many 
new bands with the broad draw of evena 
younger Red Hot Chili Peppers, much less a 
lot of Future U2s. (Which is why Phoenix 
seems to play every festival nowadays.) The 
effect was festival-as-time machine at least as 
muchas the lineup poster suggested — a self- 
guided tour through nearly 90 acts that of- 
fered elation, boredom, glee, and no shortage 
of surprises along with all the nostalgia. 

Chic wasn’t even supposed to play until 
D’Angelo canceled days before, but closing 
out the Sutro stage on Friday, Nile Rodgers’ 
band alluded to its role in dozens of songs 
you’ve heard somewhere, plus Daft Punk’s 
“Get Lucky.” A mid-set medley had Diana 
Ross’s “I’m Coming Out” melt into Sister 
Sledge’s “We Are Family.” But the true mind- 
fuckery came when the white-suited crew 
pounded through the pure funk of “Good 
Times,” then twisted it into a live version of 
“Rapper’s Delight.” Both songs came out in 
1979, but the leap from one to the other was a 
leap through eras, from the live band model

of the modern age to the omnipotent DJ of 
the postmodern one, with no loss in dance- 
ability. Chic let us look upon the future from 
the perspective of the past. 

Close your eyes while listening to Paul 
McCartney and you wouldn’t know he’s 
aged a day past Abbey Road. The cute Beatle 
mostly accepted his role as the ambassador 
from Planet Greatest Band Ever, and to sim- 
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mer in his nearly three-hour set was to feel 
anew the heat and light from songs we all 
know far too well. There was no struggle, 
only joy Friday, as “Let It Be” inspired mass 
singalongs, and fireworks streamed into the 
sky during “Live and Let Die.” How fitting at 
a festival held in honor of rock’s past that we 
would get such a large helping of the best 

of it. 

But not all parts of history are held equal: 
Based on the numbers fleeing the scene, ap- 
parently very few had the stomach for Nine 
Inch Nails’ unbridled loathing, despite it fuel- 
ing the most invigorating 90 minutes of the 
entire weekend. You might think of this band 
as a’90s leftover, but like McCartney’s voice, 
Nine Inch Nails’ industrial rock (if not its dis- 
position) has hardly aged. The spare synth 
lines and crackling pulses of new songs like 
“Came Back Haunted” and old songs like 
“Terrible Lie” fit perfectly into the beat- 
friendly musical landscape of 2013, even if 
Trent Reznor’s anger evidently doesn’t. We 
didn’t see this band in 1992 or 1994, but we’d 
be surprised if “Wish” and “Closer” have ever 
sounded bigger and harder and sharper — 
and, hell, more necessary — than they did at 
Outside Lands. 

If one nostalgia act may be relegated to the 
dustbin of history, please let it be Daryl Hall 
and John Oates. The very idea of reprising 
soft rock in this already-middling era is sus- 
pect. Even worse were the band’s simpering 
delivery and apparent lack of awareness that 
all festivalgoers wanted to hear was a handful 
of bouncy hits they already know really well. 
The band could have cut right through Sun- 
day’s foggy chill with “Kiss on My List” or 
“Private Eyes.” That it chose not to shows a 
clear ignorance of how these retro-malls 
known as music festivals really work. 

It was a popular hobby at Outside Lands 
this year to rip on Red Hot Chili Peppers’ 
lumbering bro-rock. But we'd by lying if we 
didn’t admit to harboring affection for, yes, 
“Under the Bridge,” and to enjoying the 
band’s thumping take on “Higher Ground.” 
The hit-filled Sunday headlining set felt like 
one continuous spin of the alt-rock radio dial 
from like 1994 to 2008, though it was more 
fun than that might sound. We were honestly 
disappointed that their show — and thus the 
festival — ended 10 minutes early. 

If Major Festival Headliner is the post- 
millenial status equivalent of MTV’s old 
Buzz Bin, Vampire Weekend is the upstart 
success you can’t help but love, no matter 
how many others do. The princes of Prep- 
Rock showed up clean-shaven in comfort- 
able sweaters, and set about proving that 
their privileged backgrounds and Paul Si- 
mon worship are but distractions froma 
larger truth: They are really good at what 
they do, and what they do is rip ideas from 
many decades, locales, and styles of music 
and fuse them all into a delightful strain of 
earnest pop. The late Sunday afternoon set 
capped Outside Lands both in terms of qual- 
ity and creativity, and proved the most pow- 
erful counterpoint to the festival’s otherwise 
obsessive retromania: Here were some of the 
youngest of the young’uns, borrowing from 
the elders we’d heard all weekend, and doing 
things many of them couldn’t. Maybe there 
is hope for the future.

Paper Diamond improvises 
live from an iPad.

s technology pushes forward, it 
Ber: DJ culture with it. Over the 

past 10 years, digital spinning has 
moved into the mainstream, prompting 
many DJs to ditch their CD players and vi- 
nyl turntables in favor of laptops and con- 
trollers that enable them to execute 
previously demanding tasks with the touch 
of a button. It sounds great, but in practice, 
laptop sets often feel lifeless, and lack the 
human improvisation that analog allowed. 
Still, some artists are exploring the improvi- 
satory dimensions of digital DJing. Among 
them is Alex Botwin, the Colorado-based 
EDM producer who records under the alias 
Paper Diamond. 

Botwin’s equipment of choice is an iPad 
connected to a computer running the music 
production software Ableton Live. But 
whereas many of his peers are simply con- 
tent to push play, he prefers to mix and 
match on the fly, pulling snippets from his 
wide body of work into the mix. He manipu- 
lates these via a special software on his iPad, 
which lets him cue songs and alter them 
with special effects, like delays. In addition, 
his iPad also controls a second computer 
that triggers videos and lighting patterns for 
each individual audio element, effectively 
giving him the ability to improvise an entire 
nightlife experience. “My show is impro- 
vised every night,” he told YourEDM. “All 
my clips, from everything that I’ve ever [re- 
corded], is in the Ableton file, and there’s 
corresponding video clips. I can program 
them in any order and trigger different 
pieces and turn them on or turn them off.” 
Asked why he prefers improvisation, his re- 
sponse is simple: “It’s more fun.” 

This approach fits well with Botwin’s 
discography. He got his start playing bass in 
Pnumia Trio, an electronic jam band in the 
vein of Sound Tribe Sector 9. His solo music 
since then has touched on anumber of sty- 
listic cues: Paragon, his latest EP, is equal 
parts indie dance, big room EDM, downbeat 
hip-hop, and heavy-hitting trap. That might 
sound like an incongruous jumble, but it all

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Filling Punk’s Void 


East Bay outfit Wild Moth 
holds oppositional guitar 
music to a thoughtful 
standard.

n the North Berkeley home where the 
members of Wild Moth live, the bedrooms 
look more like studios. Screen-printing 
equipment peeks out of a nook, and there’s 
music gear everywhere. Sitting in the house 
wearing black and gray clothing, three mem- 
bers of Wild Moth look like a self-sustaining 
unit. They’re all recent college grads, be- 
tween 22 and 24 years old, with mussed dark 
hair, and they’re sitting under a print by the 
artist Gee Vaucher, whose artworks adorned 
many album covers of the English anarcho- 
punk group Crass. 

Though arguably one of the Bay Area’s 
most promising young post-punk bands, 
Wild Moth wants to tear parts of 
punk culture down. The band hon- 
ors many aesthetics and ethics of 
the movement, but aims to dis- 
mantle others. Its new album, Over 
Again, out Sept. 17, wears the influ- 
ence of punk, but breaks from any 
codified sound. The opening track, 
“Behave,” swells and bursts inces- 
santly. Between each verse, bleak 
chords pulsate as cymbal noise as- 
cends through towering crescen- 
dos. When there’s no higher sonic 
plateau, Wild Moth relents for a 
pensive lyric. Throughout the LP, 
mid-tempo instrumental segments 
rage and then settle into seas of 
feedback for ruminative verses. 
The vocals of Austin Montanari 
and Carlos Salas seem to be torn between 
pondering and outrage. There are hooks, too, 
like the tear-drop guitar lead into an exalted 
chorus on “Into Your Hands.” 

Wild Moth’s sound departs from punk’s 
insistent rhythms and concise fury: It’s more 
nuanced, structurally intricate, and melodic. 
Yet, in an indication of the band’s debts, Mon- 
tanari designed Wild Moth’s logo with Crass 
in mind. Easily reproduced, instantly recog- 
nizable, Marc Leyda remembers that “[Mon- 
tanari] wanted kids to be able to tag their 
desks with it.” The emblem actually ce- 
mented Salas’ decision to join. His flier and T- 
shirt designs for the band appropriate found 
images and distort them until barely recog- 
nizable, evoking the same sense of turmoil 
tempered by beauty as Wild Moth’s music. 

Again showing the influence of punk, 
Wild Moth operates under staunch ethics. 
The band members book tours indepen- 
dently, prefer all-ages shows in unusual ven- 
ues, and will release their debut througha 
handshake deal with Asian Man Records that 
protects ownership of their music. “The only 
reason to turn down arecord label is if you 
don’t agree with their ethics,” Salas says. 

“{ Asian Man] wanted to put out our record 








with no questions, and just wanted to fund 
it.” Montanari concurs: “It was refreshing to 
see Asian Man respecting us.” This DIY oper- 
ation is striking in an age where many out- 
source the various chores of running a band 
to for-profit companies. 

The members of Wild Moth are also op- 
posed to the regimentation of punk into spe- 
cific sounds and scenes. They bring up a 
show in San Jose where they shared a bill 
with more typical-sounding bands — but la- 
ment that most of the audience remained 
outside while Wild Moth performed. “We 
hope for people who understand that punk 
doesn’t have to be something so specific,” 
Salas says. 

They reserve yet more criticism for punk’s 
record-collecting obsessives, and the compa- 
nies that deliberately limit copies of records 
to create collector appeal. “We’ve had discus- 
sions about how [the label] Youth Attack ca- 
ters to kids who strictly want to own arare 
record,” Salas says. To him, this shows mar- 
ket opportunism encroaching on punk. He 
addressed this subject on “The Spectacle,” a 
track from Wild Moth’s eponymous, self-re- 
leased demo tape, which was reissued on vi- 
nyl last year. The song title comes from 
Society of the Spectacle, a political manifesto 
and seminal text of the French art movement

Situationism. Published in 1967, author Guy 
Debord argued that citizens live through rep- 
resentations of experiences, rather than ex- 
periencing things themselves. Salas’ song 
uses the theory to criticize the punk scene. “I 
feel like a lot of post-punk bands are void,” he 
says. “I want our band to carry on a critique.” 
The phrase “Perpetual Void” — emblazoned 
onso many Wild Moth fliers — originates in 
this early song. It’s directed toward what he 
considers insipid and unsubstantial bands. 

Punk has instilled in Salas the restless urge 
to second-guess. Discovering punk bands like 
Crass, he says, “introduced new ideas and the 
language to explain them.” The same attrac- 
tion to rhetorical devices led to his interest in 
critical theorists like Debord. Studying politi- 
cal theory at San Francisco State University 
gave Salas anew language of resistance, just 
like punk provided years earlier. In the same 
sense, Wild Moth shrugs off much of the 
sonic template of punk, forging an updated 
version of its perpetually oppositional spirit. 
As our interview ended, Salas says, “Can I ask 
you some questions now?”

Nostalgia for the 1980s plays out in differ- 
ent ways for Bay Area pop artists Part 
Time and Sam Flax. Part Time seeks the 
smoothness of the era’s gated drum ma- 
chines, Casio keyboards, and instrumen- 
tal isolation, like Sade or Wang Chung. 
Flax, on the other hand, stirs synthesizers, 
guitar, and live drums in a retro cauldron 
for the thick version of ’8Os production. 
Both groups engineer their records to 
look backwards, but showcase engaging 
and unique vocalists as well. Part Time’s 
David Speck is precarious, veering from 
goofy to dulcet in a single line, while Flax 
enunciates deliberately. He opts for accu- 
rate phrasing and pitch. Of course, both 
singers nearly drown in reverb, but that’s 
not unique to the ’8Os.

Maybe by 
doing this I can face that fear and no longer be 
controlled by it. I’m also completely turned on 
by it. My questions: Can I do this safely? Is this 
healthy? Am I still a gay girl if I fulfill some 
kinky fantasies with men? 

NOT WANTING RAPE 


So you haven’t talked to your therapist about 
this but you’re reaching out for advice online, 
you’re declaring yourself a gay woman but 
you’re starting your post-divorce erotic life 
hunting for sex with men, you’d like that sex 
to commence with a “meeting” that is a non- 
meeting, and you want to be stalked, roughed 
up a bit, and fucked by an intruder in a way 
that bears only a minimal (and constructive) 
relationship to your having been raped and, 
before that, sexually abused by an assault 
squad of family members. Since your letter is 
full of paradox, can I tell you something para- 
doxical? Your fantasies are utterly hot and are 
absolutely nothing to be ashamed of, but they 
scream out, Slow down and seek serious 
counsel! 

Do you see the pattern, NWR? Everything 
you want, everything you lust for, is at the 


ing sex), but it does mean you’ve got some 
deeper thinking to do before you take real 
risks. Because what I’m sensing is searing 
heat, a swirl of confusion, and a deluded hope 
that you can reliably control the forces you’re 
about to unleash. “I have a safe word.” Not 
necessarily, NWR.
